SELF DEFENSE THB VERDICT 



Additional detail* of the killing at 
Hickman, mentioned briefly In yes- 
terday's dlspatchea, show that Editor 
Mlt Shaw, of tha Hickman Courier, 
killed Bob Buck, hla uncle, In self- 
defense. 

The tragedy was not unexpected, 
as Buck had for daya been threaten- 
ing openly that he would kill Shaw. 
Buck was In the asylum at one time, 
but wa* leleaaed and till a few weeks 
ago It was thought his reason had 
been permanently reatored. About 
ten daya ago, however, he became 
violent again, and Mrs. Buck, for fear 
he would kll< her. went to the home 
of ber father In the county, her little 
daughter going to the home of Bock's 
nephew, Mr. Shaw.

Early yeaterday morning Buck tel- 
ephoned Mr. Shaw at hla home that 
he (Buck) would be over during the 
morning to aettle all their earthly 
differences. About 9 o'clock he call- 
ed and tried to force hla way In. Alt 
the doors save the one leading Into 
the kitchen were locked and through 
this one Buck entered. As soon as 
be saw Shaw, despite the pleading of 
hla own child. Buck atarted to draw 
his pistol, and had It half exposed, 
when Shaw fired once, the bullet go- 
ing all the way through Buck's bead, 
killing him Instantly. 

So well were the clrcun
